The Cost Of Automobiling 


Theye are at hast 150,000 licensed automobiles in the three Prairie Prov- 
inces, and it is undoubtedly a safe and conservative estimate to place an aver- 
age value of $1,000 on these cars. This represents an approximate invest- 
ment for cars alone of one hundred and fifty millions of dollars. 

The purchase of a car is, however, but the beginning of the expense bill. 
In the cilies and larger towns ownership of a car involves the building of a 
garage in which to house it, or the payment of a monthly rental for storage 
in a public garage Building permits recorded in Western cities in recent 
years include thousands of permits for private garages, and the cost of these 
would in the aggregate provide for the erection of many residences. 

Then before the car can be operated a Government license must be ob- 
tained. The cost of these vary according to size and cost of the cars, but 
a low average may be placed at $1400 per car, or a total of two and one-half 
millions of dollars paid to Governments 

Gasoline and oils are a further requisite if a car is not to stand fdle, 
Again striking averages it is probably not exeessive to assume an average of 
two gallons of gasoline per car per day for, say, a period 200 days in the year.

‘onsumption than this would mean that a ear qwner was not 
getiing value in service for his capital investment in a car. 
sumption would, therefore. amount to 300,000 gallons a day, or 60,000,000 gal-

SENATE GIVES — 


THE HOIST T0 
BRANCH LINES 


Ottawa.—Five Caiimdian National 
branch line bills were killed in the 
Senate, Four of the line 
katchewan; the fifth is in Nova Scotia. 

The four Saskatchewan lines are: 

Tuytleford to near Hafford. 

Lioydminster northwesterly 
miles. 

From Radville, Bengough or Ritchie. 

From Nipawin northeasterly. 

The first three were killed cither by 
formal motion to hoist or by non-ap- 
proval of the preamble. The fourth 
was killed by concurrence in aeport 
from the Senate railway committee, 
that construction of the line is “not 
expedient.” The Nova Scotia line 
from Sunnybrae to Guysboro was kill- 

“ed in the same manner. 

Three Alberta lines received third 
reading—a joint section. from Rose- 
daie, westetly, between Hanna and 
Warden. 

It was a day of sharp debate. 

Sir James Lougheed, Conservative 
leader, charged the Canadian National 
roads with an orgy of extravagance. 
No Matter what ramification of the 
road was l®oked into, he declared, the 
imprint of the grossest extravagance 
would be found stamped upof it. He 
spoke of officials of the road “supping 
in hotels with the ambrosial nectar 
of the gods.” 

Sir James Lougheed’s motion for a 
six months’ hoist of the Turtleford 
branch carried by 45 to 24. 

Titird reading was given the bill au- 
thorizing the Rosedale branch in Sas- 
katchewan. 

The Hanna branch in Alberta agd 
the Loverna branch in Saskatchewan 
were also given third reading. 

The Lloydminster branch in Sas- 
katchewan was given a three months’ 
hoist on motion of Sir James Loug- 
heed and Senator Robertson. The 
vote was 47 to 23. 
Lougheed amendment, Senator Dan- 
durand maintained that if the Lloyd- 
minster branch was a good _ proposi- 
tion for the C.P.R. it was good for the 
C.N.R. That was the best evidence, 
he thought, that the territory was a 
paying one.

Miles Of Wheat 


Grain Loading Statistics 
the C.N.R. 

A line of grain cars 1,282 miles in 
length, if placed end on _ end, 
reaching from Winnipeg almost to 
Kamloops, British Columbia, or to 
within 90 miles of Montreal, is repre- 
sented in the total movement of west- 
ern grain over the Canadian National 
Railways last year, {rom the opening 
of the grain season, to midnight of 
June 12, according to grain 
Statistics issued by the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways. , 

During the pertad, 153,087 cars of 
grain, containing 206,581,000 bushels, 
were loaded_on westerm lines, of which 
number 16,423 cars have been deliv- 
ered at Vancouver. To move the total 
loadings during the period, in 60-car 
trains, which is the average haul dur- 
ing the grain rush, 2,565 trains, each 
approximately half a mile in length; 
would be needed, and of this number 
274 trainloads have been delivered at 
Vancouver.

Sir Henry Thornton On Finance

to be derived right here that Canada 
will so grow and blossom forth that 
she will stand out as one of the great- 
est of all countries. 

“Bankers are playing a big part in 
the affairs of the world today andsjt 
may be truthfully said that ng body 
of men in the univers? of finance has 
done so much to alleviate distress of 
nations, governments and peoples as 
have the bankers of the United States.
